Rules & Regulations 

1. No person other than the renter or approved deputy 
named in the books of the Bank or legal representative 
in case of death, insolvency or other disability of the rent- 
er) shall have access to the box, excepting as hereafter 
expressly stipulated. 

*2.*Whf*a \hn\ is surrendered all keys must be returned 
to the Bank. 

3. The Bank shall not be required to superintend, check 
or verify the deposit or removal of any contents of any 
safety deposit box. 

4. Renters will be charged for all rental of the box until 
all keys are returned to the Bank. 

5. If the renter loses one or both of the keys to the box 
he is requested to give immediate notice of that fact to the 
Bank. The loss of one key or both keys to a box involves 
the expense of a new lock, the costs of which must be borne 
by the renter. 

6. All rents of boxes are payable in advance. If the rent- 
er of a box at the expiration of any term or upon the earlier 
termination, shall not renew such renting, and shall fail to 
give up possession of the box, the Bank shall have the right, 
fifteen days after mailing notice of their intended action to 
the address of the renter as registered in their books, or after 
direct service thereof, to forcibly open the box of such 
renter in the presence of an officer of the Bank and of one 
other witness to remove the contents therefrom and to hold 
and retain the same on special deposits, subject to the pay- 
ment of all rent that may be accrued and shall charge for 
the use of the box after the ending of the term, proportioned 
to the annual rental and of all expenses incurred in opening 
the box and changing its lock and keys and also for the 
safe keeping of the contents after their removal from the 
box. 

7. The use of the box is in every instance granted by the 
Bank and accepted by the person using the same, upon the 
express understanding and agreement that the Bank may 
terminate such use, without being required to give any 
reason therefor and require the vacation and surrender of 
the box at any time upon repayment or tender of repayment 
of the pro rata proportion for the unexpired term of the 
amount paid for the use of the box. 

8. Access shall be had to the vaults during banking hours 
on each business day, but the Bank reserves the right to 
forthwith close the vault if in the opinion of any of the 
officers they are exposed to danger from fire, mobs, or 
other causes.
